I saw innocent-look- 
ing haystacks suddenly become pill 
boxes as the Dutch troops moved 
into their defense positions. I saw 
great beds blazing with tulips of all

I was told that many German 
planes had been brought down by 
anti-aircraft fire and by Dutch 
fighters and I saw two German air- 
planes shot down in one combat, 

Along the roads were Dutch mil- 
itary cars and transport lorries tak- 
ing soldiers to the various defense 
lines. 

I was told that at The Hague the 
German planes dropped incendiary 
bombs, apparently aiming for the 
parliament house or the headquart-

In Amsterdam the central rail- 


road station was closed to civilians | 


and the first train loads of wound- 
ed were arriving from the frontier 
where the Dutch were resisting.

Adolph Hitler’s Blitzkrieg struck 
at Holland, Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg today in a mighty effort to 
win the European war by landing a 
knockout blow against Great Brit- 


ain. 


But Dutch and, Belgian armed 
forces, given swift Allied support, 
fought back against a lightning at- 
tack that came through the air, 
over the sea and on land. 


British and French fighting 
planes challenged the Great Ger- 
man aerial armada again and again 
over the low countries, over France, 
off the coast of England and over 
Switzerland, where Nazi craft 
bombed a railroad during an air 
battle with the French. 

In swift succession, dispatches told 
the story of lightning war in which 
both sides were throwing every re- 
source. 


Dutch dikes were blasted to de- 
lay the Germans. Dutch fighting 
planes combatted bombers and par- 
achute troops. Queen Wilhelmina 
appealed for resistance by the people 
of Holland. King Leopold took 
command of the _ swiftly-mobilized 
Belgian armed forces as his father, 
Albert, did in 1914. 

Hitler, the “first soldier” of the 
Reich, set up military headquarters 
at the front where it was officially 
stated that he was directing the en- 
tire operations after calling upon 


‘the German armed forces to strike 


a “decisive” blow that would decide 


‘the fate of the Reich for the next 
‘thousand years.

“What the U. S. G. A. does 
now,” said the little fellow who has 
held most of the world’s major 
titles, “is to put the open on the 
auction block each year. The tourna- 
ment goes to the highest bidder, 
no matter what the course is like. I 
tell you I have played in opens that 
were held over courses that were 
scarcely fit for a ladies’ flag tour- 
nament. When golfers play for the 
biggest title of them all they de- 
serve a course that exacts the best 
in shot making.” 

Never a man to point out an ill 
without offering a cure, Sarazen 
had this to suggest to the U. S. 
G. A. 

“Let them follow the example of 
the British,” he said, “and choose 
six great courses and name them as 
the permanent sites of the open. 
The British don’t play their open 
on any and every course. It is al- 
ways on St. Andrews or Sandwich 
or Prestwick or equal courses. The 
U. S. G. A. may argue that it has 
to award the open to various parts 
of the country, but that would be 
alright too, I won't try to name the 
six best courses in the country, but 
I will name you some the boys could 
choose from.

Here in the east, Brookline at Bos- 
ton, Fresh Meadows and Garden 
City near New York, and Merion in 
Philadelphia. In the south, the 
Masters at Augusta and the No. 2 
layout at Pinehurst. And, I almost 


forgot the best one of them all, 


Oakmont in Pittsburgh.”

IRISH CREEK MINING FIRM 
HANDLING 1,500 YARDS 
BY DREDGE DAILY 


Approximately 1500 yards of 
gravel is being handled daily by the 
dredge of the Irish Creek Mining 
Company operating near Kelsey, 


| Says a Sacramento report. 


A. D. Hadsel, of Auburn, manager 
of the company, states although no 
general cleanup has been made 
since the dredge started early this 
month, the Preliminary cleanups 
have been Satisfactory. 

Hadsel said that the company 
has at least three years of opera - 
tion ahead in Irish and Cincinna- 
ti Creeks. About 1200 acres com- 
prising properties belonging to Geo. 
Croft, Harry Vande Water, the 
Morgan Mining Company and Dud- 
ley and Guy Davenport are held 
under lease. 

Three shifts of men are employ- 
ed in the operation of the dredge, 
the gasoline shovel and in general 
clearing of debris and brush. 

Under the system used the sands 
are classified out ang piled with the 
large waste material, thereby put- 
ting no silt in the stream. Water 
for the operation of the dredge is 
Purchased from the Georgetown 
Divide Water Company. 


The material, a portion of which | 


was worked in the early days, is 
scooped up by a gasoline shovel and 
dumped into a hopper. It is then 
carried ‘to the plant where it is 
treated by means of a trommey jig, 
Shiice boxes and an amalgamation 
plate. The waste material is car- 
ried away by a conveyor belt and 
stacked.
